GREEN OPENS AFL 
CONVENTION WITH 
CALL TO REPEAL 
OURTY’ TAFT LAN 


Says Bringing About End 
to ‘This’ Un-American 
Act’ Is Labor’s Main 
Task, Invites Lewis 
Back Into Fold. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP)— 
John L. Lewis today proposed a 
meeting of all union labor leaders 
to work out a formula for “imme- 
diate” labor unity. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15 (UP)— 
President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor 
opened the seventy-first annual 
convention today with a call to 
8,098,000 members to mobilize 
their political and economic 
strength to bring about repeal of 
the “obnoxious, dirty Taft- Hart- 
ley law.” 

Greet said that repeal of “this 
un-American act at the earliest 
possible date” is the outstanding 
objective of labor. 

“We are going to unite our 
political forces,” Green said. “I’m 
of the opinion that labor will be 
a very deciding factor in the elec- 
tion next November.” 


Earlier, temporary chairman 
Martin T. Lacey, president of the 
New Ycrk Central Trades and 
Labor Council, had told the 800 
delegates that the Republican 
party had declared flatly for re- 
tention of Taft-Hartley, that the 
Democrats had declared flatly for 
repeal, and added: 

“I do not see how any trade 
unionist can support a party and 
candidates who support Taft- 
Hartley.” 

“We Will Mobilize.” 
Green told the delegates that 
“We will concentrate and mobilize 
every. ounce of our economic 
strength as well as our political 
strength” to obtain Taft-Hartley 
law repeal. 

He appealed to John L. Lewis 
to “come back to the house of 
labor and live with us.” 

Lewis, who engineered the for- 
mation of the CIO and who in 
recent years has made his United 
Mine Workers an inde

vider of American labor.” 

read a Lewis statement saying 
that the American labor move- 
ment “is split asunder” and that 
union members are crying for 
unity. 

“We appeal to the one who 
wrote this statement to help keep 
us united so we can fight to- 
gether,” Green said. “We call to 
the one who led in the division 
of labor to come’ back.” 

The convention will indorse a 


major nominees. Green has. in- 
dicated he believes the indorse- 
ment will go to Gov. Adlai E. 
Stevenson, the Democratic candi- 
date. 

“We have reached a time when 
it is beyond question that politics 
is imperatively number one trade 
union business and when the bal- 
lot has become our most impor- 
tant weapon,in the struggle for 
effective survival,” Lacey told the 
delegates. 

“This is no time for political 
fence sitting. The issues are too

“Strike-Breaking” at Polls. 
Lacey said a union man who 
votes for a candidate who is not 
a dependable friend of labor “is 
strike-breaking at the ballot box.” 
Republican Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey drew a laugh from the 
delegates when he opened his 
welcoming address by saying, “I 
suspect from Mr. Lacey’s re- 
marks, he thinks this is a Demo- 
cratic clambake.” 

Dewey said that although the 
State Federation. of Labor had 
opposed him in 1942 when he 
first ran for Governor, it later 
assumed a neutral stand and “we 
have now established a fine re- 
lationship.” 

Although the convention was 
expected to indorse Stevenson, it 
will give Dwight D. Eisenhower a 
chance to tell labor where he 
stands in an address Wednesday. 

The AFLs executive council 
filed a report last night in which 
it denounced the Taft-Hartley Act 
as a “dismal failure” and called 
the wage-price control program 
unfair to labor. 

If the AFL convention formally 
indorses either candidate, it will 
be the first time in AFL history. 
In 1924 the AFL backed the late

EISENHOWER CRITICAL OF LEVITY

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Sept 15— 
Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson charged 
today that Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s “great crusade has be- 
come the great surrender” to 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio; 
whom Eisenhower defeated at 
Chicago for the Republican Pres- 
idential nomination. 

The Democratic Presidential 
candidate, at his fifth press: con- 
ference since his nomination in 
July, said that the capitulation of 
Eisenhower to Taft at their New 
York conference “puts an entirely 
new aspect on the campaign and 
the election. . . . It now appears 
brutally clear that Taft has taken 
over.” 

After the Taft-Eisenhower con- 
ference last week Taft issued a 
statement which he said he had 
prepared before he conferred with 
the Republican candidate. Taft 
said he would campaign for Eisen- 


hower but would not surrender |’ 


any of his principles. 
Many People Alarmed. 

This prompted Stevenson to 
to comment:

6. He does not know the points 
of disagreement between himself 
and Senator Harry Byrd of Vir- 
ginia. Stevenson expressed the 
utmost regard for Senator Byrd 
as a public servant.

BOARD SUSPENDS 
RULE ON NEW HOME 
DOWN PAYMENTS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP) 
—The Federal Reserve Board to- 
day suspended its regulation X 
which limited the amount of cred- 
it purchasers of new housing 
could obtain. 

The board acted on advice from 
the Department of Lahor.that in 
June, July, and August*the num- 
ber of housing units started was 
below a seasonally adjusted an- 
nual rate of 1,200,000. 

Amendments to the Defense 
Production Act by Congress last 
spring required that regulation X 
be lifted whenever housing starts 
in three consecutive months were 
under the rate of 1,200,000 units 
a year. 

Regulation X required that 
purchasers of new housing put 
up down payments of not less 
than 5 per cent on houses costing 
$7000 or less. The required down 
payment ranged up to 40 per cent 
on houses valued at $25,000 or 
more. 

The suspension of regulation X 
means that limitations on housing 
credit revert to standards that ap- 
plied before the regulation went 
into effect in October 1950. 


AIR TOURIST RATES 
CAUSE 50 PCT. RISE 
IN ATLANTIC FLYING 


GENEVA, Sept. 15 (UP)— 
Trans-Atlantic air travel has in- 
creased 50 per cent since the in- 
auguration of tourist air fares last 


May, it was announced today. 

Sir William Hildred,: head of 
the International Air Transport 
Association, said 150,000 persons 
crossed the Atlantic in scheduled 
airliners in May and June com- 
pared with 100,000 during the 
corresponding months last year. 

Tourist flights, without free 
meals and other frills, cost 30 
per cent less than regular flights. 

The 66 member airlines of the 
association will have broken all 
records by the end of this year, 
Hildred said. By the end of De- 
cember, he predicted, 45,000,000 
air passengers will have been 
carried during the year, each 
traveling an average of 600 miles. 
He. estimated 1952 revenues at 
“something less than two billion 
dollars.” 

Last year the world’s airlines 
had a gross profit of about $150,- 
000,000 from operating revenues 
of $1,700,000,000, but “most of 
this profit was immediately con- 
sumed by taxes, development and 
financing of new equipment and 
servicing of debts,” he said.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (UP) 
—Clovis D. Walker, former Agri- 
culture Department official, was 
indicted by a United States grand 
jury today on charges of conspir- 
ing to give American trade secrets 
to an Egyptian cotton broker. 

The grand jury also indicted 
the broker, Loutfy Mansour. He 
is a member of R. & E. Huri & 
Co. of- Alexandria, Egypt. Man- 
sour was indicted as a co-con- 


spirator. 

The indictment said Walker, 
former director of the cotton 
branch of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment’s Production and Marketing 
Administration, used his job to 
supply confidential information 
about cotton purchases to the 
dealer. 

It said the information included 
prices quoted by competitor 
dealers. 

The indictment said some of 
the information was passed 
through Dyke Cullum, a Washing- 
ton broker, who was named as a 
“co-conspirator” but was not in- 
dicted. Cullum, therefore, will 
not stand trial. 

Walker resigned from the Agri- 
culture Department last May 5. 
He denied in his letter of resig- 
nation that he was “guilty of 
any willful indiscretion.” He ac- 
knéwledged that he and Mansour 
were “good friends” and had 
“traded” gifts. 

A Federal investigator has tes- 
tified before the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee last spring that 
Mansour landed millions of dol- 
lars worth of contracts after ap- 
parently getting inside informa- 
tion from Walker about the gov- 
ernment’s cotton stockpiling. 

The indictment said the alleged 
arrangement gave Mansour “an 
illegal advantage” in offering 
Egyptian cotton for sale to the 
United States.

The statements from the two presidential candidates appear in

Bennett said the Eisenhower-

The candidates were asked how 
they would expect their religious 
beliefs to influence their acts if 
elected to the presidency. 

Their views follow: 


EISENHOWER 


rT WAS part of the privilege 

into which I was. born that my 

‘hhome was a religious one. My 
father and mother believed that 
“the fear of God is the beginning 
of wisdom.” 

The Bible was a daily and vital 
influence in their lives. They tried 
their best to instill its truths and 
its faith into their six sons. 

In spite of the drouth and 
locusts that ruined my father’s 
business, I never once in my later 
years heard him complain. We 
simply packed up and moved to 
Texas to start life over again. 
And with never a thought of fail- 
ure. My parents understood their 
American heritage too well to 
yield to despair. 

For those days there was noth- 
ing unusual about the way my 
father and mother raised their 
sons and sent them forth into the 
world. That was the main way 
American parents had been doing 
in the country clear back to the 
families at Plymouth and James- 
town. The history of our country 
is inseparable from the history of 
such God-fearing families. In this 
fact we accept the explanation of 
the miracle of America. 

America as a nation had a con- 
tinuing purpose. It was clearly 
stated for us in our founding 
documents. Lincoln defined it: He 
said, it is “that sentiment in the 
Declaration’ of Independence 
which gave liberty not alone to 
the people of this country, but 
hope to the world for all future 
time.” It was that which gave 
promise that in due time the 
weights would be lifted from the 
shoulders of all men. 

You can’t explain free gov- 
ernment in any other terms 
than religious. The founding 
fathers had to refer to the 
Creator to make their revolu- 
tionary experiment make sense; 
it was because “all men are 
endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights” that 
men could dare to be free. 

They wrote their religious 
faith into our founding docu- 
ments, stamped their trust in 
God on the face of our coins 
and currency, put it boldly at 
the base of our institutions, and 
when they drew up their bold 
Bill of Rights, where did they 
put freedom of worship? First, 


in the cornerstone position! 
That was no accident, 

Our forefathers proved that 
only a people strong.in Godliness 
isa people strong enough to over- 
come tyranny and maké them- 
selves and others free. Today. it 
is ‘ours to prove that our own 
faith, perpetually renewed, is 
equal to the challenge of today’s 
tyrants. 

- What is our battle against Com- 
munism if it is not a fight be- 
tween anti-god and a belief in the 
Almighty? Commutists know 
this. They have to eliminate God 
from «their system. When God 
comes in, Communism has to go. 
the war I made the 
most agonizing decision of my 
life.g I had te postpone by at 
least 24 hours the most formid- 
able array of fighting ships and 
of fighting men that was ever 
launched across the seas against 
a hostile shore. The conse- 
quences of that decision at the 
moment could not have been 
foreseen by anyone. 

If there were nothing else in 
my life to prove the existence 
of an Almighty and merciful 
God, the events of the next 24 
hours did it. This is what I 
found out about religion: It 
gives you courage to make the 
decisions you must make in a 
crisis, and then the confidence 
to leave the result to higher 
power. Only by trust in one- 
self and trust in God can a man 
carrying responsibility find re- 
pose. 

If each of us in his own mind 
would dwell upon the simple vir- 
tues—integrity, courage, self-con- 
fidence, an unshakable belief in 
his Bible—would not some of our 
problems tend to simplify them- 
selves? 


Would not we, after having 
done our best with them, be con- 
tent to leave the rest with the 
Almighty? I think it is possible 
that a contemplation, a study, a 
belief in those simple virtues 
would help us mightily.

Vie have asked me to say how 


I would expect the precepts of 

my religious faith to influence 
my official acts as President of 
the United States. 

This is not an easy question to 
answer, Yet I consider it a legi- 
timate inquiry in judging any 
man’s fitness for high public of- 
fice. If I did not so consider it I 
would not attempt to reply to 
your question. I have always be- 
lieved a man’s personal religious 
beliefs had no proper place in 
our political life except as they 
may influence his public acts 
and thus affect the public wel- 
fare.

~ “Cost of medical care. We 
also advocate a resolute attack 
on the heavy financial hazard of 
serious illness. We recognize that 
the costs of modern medical care 
have grown to be prohibitive for 
many millions of people.

the field of public health. To 
mention a few, its activities in 
tuberculosis surveys. and in the 
detection of diabetes are excellent 
examples of a great public serv- 
ice, 

“It seems to me that there are 
no deficiencies or inadequacies in 
this area that cannot be solved 
and remedied on ‘the local action 
and by voluntary action. The de- 
ficiencies that exist—in our mu- 
nicipal hospital care, for example 
—can be laid at the door of po- 
litical rather than medical defec- 
tion. For there are more votes 
to be garnered by appropriations 


for parks and streets than can be 
gained by increasing the allow- 
ance for the City Hospital. In 
my opinion, this is a matter for 
municipal—not federal—action.” 


Praises Health Division. 


Dr. Simon said St. Louis is 
fortunate in having an outstand- 
ing Health Division, but Dr. J. 
Earl Smith, St. Louis health com- 
missioner, reported that the divis- 
ion is severely ‘handicapped by 
lack of trained personnel and 
money to attract such workers. 

The 1951 appropriation of $1,- 
359,832 for the health division 
should be increased at least 40 
per cent, Dr. Smith declared, and 
the $10,000-a-year ceiling on city 
salaries, adopted in 1914, should 
be abolished. The city lacks a 
tuberculosis controller and ade- 
quate nursing and clinical facili- 
ties for proteeting maternal-child 
health, he said, pointing out that 
these same major deficiencies 
were emphasized by a survey 
made 25 years ago. 

Dr. J. William Thompson, pres- 
ident of the Missouri State Medi- 
cal Association, conceded that the 
state has benefitted from federal 
aid in construction of public hos- 
pitals, but insisted that there has 
been no interruption in steady 
medical progress to warrant any 
drastic departure from voluntary 
procedures. 

He said the medical profession 
in Missouri views the prepay- 
ment principle as essential to 
progress, and has co-operated in 
expanding medical service plans. 
Even in outstate Missouri, most 
people are being cared for “on 
a basis that poses no critical eco- 
‘nomic prohlem,” he asserted. 


Labor Institute Speaker. 


Prepaid group practice is an 
ideal way of combining the skills 
of physicians, specialists and 
technicians and making them 
avilable to people of moderate 
means, Dr. John O. McNeel as- 
serted. He is medical director of 
the Labor Health Institute, which 
serves 15,000 members of Local 
688, AFL Teamsters’ Union. 


Dr. John E. McDonald of Tulsa, 
president-elect of the Oklahoma 
State Medical Association, said he 
is convinced that federal control 
would raise the cost and lower 
the quality of medical care. 


Missouri is one of the most 
backward states in treatment and 
prevention of mental illness, and 
even St. Louis, which has made 
“some slight progress,” is 25 years 
behind in applying modern psy- 
chiatric methods, Dr. Edwin F. 
Gildea, Washington University 
professor of psychiatry, told the 
commission. 

St. Louis institutions are un- 
derstaffed and overcrowded, and 
in view of the city’s financial 
difficulties, “at the present time 
the only possible source of funds 
to improve the care of the men- 
tally ill appears to be the Federal 
Government,” he declared.

Last year, she reported, 37,500 
mentally handicapped children 
were born in the United States, 
but not more than $75,000 is 
spent in any year on research.

Conflicting Views on U.S. 
Health Aids at Hearing 


Mrs. Maurice Wheeler, repre- 
senting the AFL International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers Union, 
said use of funds collected from 
employers to set up union med- 
ical centers is superior to volun- 
tary health insurance plans which 
do not encourage periodic check- 
ups or guarantee selection of a 
good doctor. 

Dr. J. J. Monfort, speaking for 
the Arkansas Medical Society, 
said health insurance in Arkansas 
needs more assistance at state 
and local levels—not at the fed- 
eral level. He criticized the com- 
mission for giving him only 10 
days’ notice to assemble his data, 
and said. both Democratic and 
Republican presidential candi- 
dates will be asked to give the 
commission mofe time for its 
study. . 

Assails Political Planning. 

The Rev. Edward T. Foote, S.J. 
regent of the St. Louis Univer- 
sity Medical School, said the 
greatest service the President’s 
commission could render at this 
time would be to “recommend 
that the professional thought of 
physicians, dentists, nurses and 
those in the allied health profes- 
sions be allowed to predominate 
over political and non-profes- 
sional administrative planning.” 

More scholarsnip funds for 
medical students are needed, said 
Dr. Robert A. Moore, dean of 
Washington University Medical 
School. The average cost of send- 
ing a student who lives away from 
home through the _ four-year 
course is $9339, he reported, but 
the school at present has only 
$20,000 a year available for schol- 
arships. 

In a discussion of rural health 
needs, H, E. Slusher, president 
of the Missouri Farm Bureau 
Federation, said members of his 
organization oppose any form of 
compulsory health insurance. 
Raising health standards is 
largely a matter of self-help, he 
insisted, and great improvement

be in sight by the end of next 
year.

own profession and to make a 
better living. Those incentives 
would disappear under Govern- 
ment bureaucratic control, be- 
cause promotion and increased 
compensation for most doctors 
would come more by seniority 
than by merit. 

But still more important is 
the effect of compulsory meth- 
ods on the patients, whose con- 
fidence in the doctor may be 
seriously impaired. The patient 
may fear—and no doubt cor- 
rectly in many cases—that he 
would receive regimented, as- 
sembly line treatment instead 
of care that is tailored to his in- 
dividual needs. He may well 
fear that federal controls would

The patient would find that he 
would be worse off as a taxpayer, 
too, because it would require a 
whole new army of Government 
clerks to handle the records that 
would be an essential part of a 
compulsory system.

George Clough 
said, “We are investigating the 
possibility of three fires having 
been set) “First the recreation 
hall, which might have been a 
delaying action, the Associated 
Manufacturing fire, which may 
have been a blind, and the Ideal 
Insulator.” 

Fire officials estimate the loss 
to exceed $250,000.

Attacking Fleet’s Heavy Units ‘Bombard’ 
Shore in Night Battle, Later Are 


Reported in. 


Full Flight. 


Orange (enemy) naval forces, 

ported. in full 
flight to the southeast today, 
pursued by Blue (North Atlan-| 
tic Tregty Organization) war- 
ships after suffering defeat in a 
battle during the night: 

The aim of the ‘Orange forces 
was to press through Blue naval 
and coastal defenses and land 
troops on the shores of the Is- 
land of Moen and on the coast 
of Zealand, south of Copen- 
hagen. Some troops got ashore 
but as a whole the attack was a 
failure, an Admiralty commu- 
nique said. 

The Orange flotillas were 
spotted in time and forced to 
give battle, causing “losses” on 
both sides, the Admiralty stated. 

The Orange fleet attacked in 
force from the Bornholm area. 
In spite of concentrated attacks 
by defending destroyers and 
swarms of motor torpedo-boats, 
heavy units of the Orange fleet 
—ships of heavy cruiser size— 
fought through to “bombard” 
the shore with heavy artillery 
in preparation of the landing. 

Small Groups Reach Shore. 

Small landing parties reached 
the sore near Koege harbor 
and further south on _ the 
southern tip of the Island of 
Moen but. were immediately in- 
tercepted by home guard troops 
and regular infantry. 

The Admiralty said both land-. 
ings were “dangerously de- 
layed.” The landing forces were 
able only “partly to fulfill the 
tasks assigned to them,” 

The Orange force off the 
coast got in severe trouble and 
had to retire. A heavy cruiser 
was declared damaged and, pro- 
ceeding at reduced speed, was 
submitted to incessant attacks 
from Blue light coastal defense 
vessels. 

A British submarine operating 
with the “enemy” fleet claimed 
yesterday to have _ successfully 
torpedoed four aircraft carriers 
packing much of the big punch 
of the naval war games. 

The skipper of the submarine 
Taciturn said he made torepdo at- 
tacks on the American carriers 
Midway and Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and the British carriers Iluus- 
trious and Eagle. Between north- 
ern Ireland and Scotland when 
the Blue force was outward bound 
from the Clyde.

OST politicians think they 

M couia run the newspapers bet- 
ter than their owners; all 

presidents and presidential candi- 

dates soon og late betray a sup- 
pressed desire to be managing 
editors. 

Gov, Adlai E. Stevenson is dif- 
ferent only in that he shows real 
talent for the trade. He is, in fact, 
part owner of a family newspaper 
—the Bloomington (Ill.) Panta- 
graph, which supported him for 
Governor but is stubbornly Re- 
publican nationally—and he once 
worked for it. 

It is increasingly apparent that 
Stevenson would put out an in- 
teresting newspaper. His latest 
achievement is a_ suecessful 
needling of the press itself which 
produced an extra dividend in the 
form*of personal embarrassment 
for Gov. Stevenson's rival, Gen. 
Eisenhower. 

It began in Portland, Ore., 
when the Democratic nominee 
urbanely chided the “one-party 
press” which is so solicitous of 
the two-party political system. In 
an arresting quip, Stevenson con- 
tended that most editors felt about 
Democrats as dogs do about cats; 
when they saw one they had an irt- 
resistible impulse to chase him up 
an alley. 

‘The free American press as 
usual déemed it its duty to ad- 
vertise the Stevenson remarks 
and reply to them. The net was 
plenty of expensive white paper 
devoted to Stevenson. 

Reporters Favor Stevenson. 

It then occurred to Fletcher 
Knebel, the witty paragrapher of 
the Cowles newspapers, to poll 
the correspondents covering the 
Eisenhower midwest tour on their 
own - presidential preferences. 
Knebel asked his colleagues, with- 
out assigning name or affiliation 
to the tally, whom they would 
vote for and said he would make 
the results freely available. 

Of the 37 reporters traveling 
with Eisenhower, 24 preferred 


‘Stevenson, six are undecided and 


only seven said they would vote 
for the general. Most of them 
work for papers committed to the 
general. 

(A similar poll was taken later 
among reporters traveling with 
Stevenson. Nineteen said they 
would vote for Stevenson, nine 
for Eisenhower and five were un- 
decided.) 

This is not very nice for Gen. 
Eisenhower. It will probably 
not improve his already rather 
strained press relations, The gen- 
eral likes to be liked. He does 
his best work amid admiration. 
From the start he has been nerv- 
ous around reporters. One of his 
inner circle says frankly: ‘“He’s 
scared of you.” 

Reporters naturally answer that 
their business is news. They com- 
plain they find Ike hard to cover 
—they rarely see him; he never 
relaxes With them; nor do the 
people around him fill in the gaps 
with the kind of easy, informative 
discussion that helps a reporter 
keep an accurate score on devel- 
opments. 

This complaint is not leveled at 
the nominee’s hard-working press 
secretary, James C, Hagerty, one 
of the best in the business. Re- 
porters insist Hagerty does not 
get the kind of help from Ike 
that will assist him to help them. 


Still, the poll result is rather 
surprising. Most of the reporters 
with Eisenhower are major Wash- 
ington correspondents. They are 
in the upper income levels; they 
generally stand in a closer rela- 
tionship to their publishers than 
the average reporter. A press- 
gallery poll which included the 
younger men and women on more 
routine tasks might be expected

NE reason why Frankie Costello, kingpin of the gambling 
underworld, has not been deported probably was his friends 
in high places. Some of these friends in Congress have just 
been revealed through a little black book carried by Costello’s 
Washington lobbyist, Murray Olf, whose job it was to defeat the 
anti-slot machine bill and block other legislation which would 


hamper gambling. 

The Justice Department has 
known for fnore than five years 
that Costelle could be deported 
because he lied about a previous 
conviction when he took the oath 
as a naturalized citizen, but only 
last week did Attorney General 
McGranery finally announce that 
proceedings would be started. 


° . 

LOBBYING SETUP—Costello’s 
lobbying setup in Washington is 
significant, especially the manner 
in which his lobbyist was able to 
entertain congressmen at shrimp 
dinners and cocktail parties. 

The man who did this lobby- 
ing, Murray Olf, an ex-convict 
and former prison mate of Jake 
Guzik, served as a nerve-center 
for Costello’s and other gambling 
problems in Washington. He oc- 
cupied a suite at the fashionable 
Congressional Hotel within a 
stone’s throw of the Capitol, 
where he held court for congress- 
men, He picked up tabs at the 
bar, lent his phone for long- 
distance calls, and threw shrimp 
parties for congressmen every 
Friday night. 

The nation’s top mobsters also 
used his apartment for a hang- 
out. There, Costello’s partner, 
racketeer Joe Adonis, hid over- 
night while the Kefauver commit- 
tee was searching for him. There, 
Meyer Lansky, another notorious 
gangster, parked his car at the 
garage and charged the bill to 
Olf’s apartment. From there Olf 
was also on the phone to gang- 
land chiefs throughout the coun- 
try—*‘Dandy Phil” Kastel in New 
Orleans, “Greasy Thumb” Jake 
Guzik in Chicago, and Morris 
Kleinman in Cleveland. 

Meanwhile, congressmen were 
wandering in and out of Olf’s 
room or huddling with him at the 
congressional bar. 

Costello’s lobbyist also had 
about $60,000 in cash from the 
Costello treasury to distribute in 
the right places.

Perhaps Truman expected Eis- 
‘enhower to wage a lofty, non-

paign. Instead, Eisenhower has

'nothing Eightieth Congress.” 


| Angered by Bungling Charge. 


What particularly § infuriates 
Truman is Eisenhower’s criticism 
of the Administration’s handling 
of foreign policy, and above all 
Eisenhower’s charge that Admin- 
istration “bungling” led to the 
Korean war. Now ‘Truman is 
thirsting for oratorical revenge. 

In the second place, it is no 
secret that certain aspects of Gov.

He was so 
angered by Stevenson’s “‘mess in 
Washington” gaff that Stevenson 
himself, after much burning of 
the wires between Washington 
and Springfield, had to telephone 
the President in order to mollify 
him. 

Since then, Stevenson’s defense 
of the Administration record 
seems to Truman, and with some 
reason, distinctly pallid.

calmly remarking that the Ad- 
ministration has made mistakes 
and that “there will probably be 
more.” This is not Truman’s 
notion of a spirited defense of 
the Administration, and he is 
eager to go to his own defense.

son’s speeches, forall their “bril- 
liance, are really going over with 
the voters. He believes that ‘he 
himself, lambasting the Republi- 
cans in his famous “give-’em-hell” 
manner, can supply the missing - 
ingredient which will put Steven- 
son over in November, and thus, 
in Truman’s eyes, vindicate Harry 
S. Truman for all time. 
Accordingly, the chief business 
in the White House these days is 
the preparation of the Truman 
counter-attack, with particular 
emphasis on foreign policy. 


There have been hints that cer- 
tain papers may be declassified to 
prove that Gen. Eisenhower him- 
self recommended the withdrawal 
of American troops from Korea, 
over the objections of the State 
Department. 


Likewise, the wartime cables 
and messages of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur may be made public, 
to deflate the Republican charge 
of a “betrayal at Yalta.” MacAr- 
thur is said to have recommended . 
paying a higher price than any 
paid at Yalta, in order to get 
the Russians into the Pacific war. 

At any rate, Truman is angry 
enough, according to those close 
to him, to crack back very hard 
indeed on the foreign policy 
issue. ¢ 

As for domestic policy, the 
Truman line will be that Eisen- 
hower has “surrendered” to the 
right wing of the Republican 
party. 

At his press conference a few 
days ago, Truman refused to come 
ment on Ejsenhower’s indorse- 
ment of Senator William Jenner 
and on Senator Joseph McCar- 
thy’s primary victory. This was 
not because he had nothing to 
say, but because he was husband- 
ing his ammunition for October. 

Slam-Bang Performance. 

In short, the President is eyi- 
dently preparing to put on a 
slam-bang, 1948-style perform- 
ance. <a 

It remains to be seen how well 
Truman and Stevenson will work 
together.

St. Léuis county waited a long time, while 
it grew into an urban county, for a merit 
system to accompany its modern government. 
The County Council is considering an excellent 
merit proposal now. Political objections should 
not be allowed to stand in the way. 

‘This merit plan was devised by a distinguished 
citizens’ committee. It has the support of the 
League of Women Voters and other civic groups. 
And it conforms to the requirement of the 1950 
home rule charter, for a partial merit system 


vy by next Nov. 1. 


Under the ordinance, 550 employes of the 
parks, hospitals, welfare and health departments 
would be chosen and promoted purely for merit. 
These four departments are not administered 
by elected officials. There is no reason why their 
employes should be involved in the wasteful 
game of political patronage. 7 

Merit rules and policies would be devised by 
a three-member commission, named by the Coun- 
ty Supervisor and serving wifhout pay. A per- 
sonnel director would administer the program. 


Considerable argument has developed over 
whether special job preference should be given 
to recently-discharged veterans, or to all veter- 
ans. But this is not the most important question. 
It could be answered either way without disturb- 
ing the basic policy of judging county employes 
for their ability rather than their politics. 

The most serious criticism of the merit pro- 
posal concerns its administration. It is here that 


critics seek dangerous alterations. They want to | 


let department heads veto merit examinations. 
They would permit the County Supervisor or 
councilmen to review the rules and decisions of 
the civil service commission. 


This would be strange procedure. Department 
chiefs, who would be under civil service them- 
selves, have no business tampering with merit 
examinations. Nor should politically-elected offi- 
cials, including the supervisor or councilmen, 
be allowed to overrule the civil service commis- 
sion. Such authority would make the County 
Supervisor the real merit system director. 


The whole purpose of a merit system is to get 
rid of politics and patronage in government ad- 
ministration. But the suggested changes in the 
proposed ordinance could restore just what the 
ordinance séeks to remove. 

Is St. Louis county to have an honest merit 
system or something else written under that 
fine title? The answer must come from the 
County Council. 
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Korea Before the U.N. 


Korea is expected to be the most important 
subject of debate at the United Nations General 
Assembly session which is scheduled to open 
October 14. Secretary General Trygve Lie says 
there can be no improvement in the world situ- 
ation until a settlement has been reached in the 
Korean truce negotiations. The Assembly, there- 
fore, may be expected to explore all aspects of 
the deadlock at Panmunjom. 

Will it help or hinder the truce talks to have 
the subject aired at the U.N.? On the record, 
one is tempted to say that as the deadlock has 
persisted so long in the field, nothing that might 
be said in a U.N. debate could make it any worse. 
But whether such a debate, which may tend to 
become a propaganda duel, would positively 
help the truce negotiations is another question. 

Britain and France have expressed themselves 
in favor of postponing all general debate in the 
Assembly until after the American elections. 
This is a touching recognition of the fact that 
most Americans will be pretty well preoccupied 
until after Nov. 4, but a majority of the U.N. 
members appear to feel that the debate should 
go ahead. 

It is, of course, always possible that the As- 
sembly might develop a fresh approach to the 
Korean stalemate which would bear promise. 
Mexico has made one suggestion for solving the 
prisoner issue and there will undoubtedly be 
others. In the end, however, the’issue will turn 
on whether the Chinese Communists are ready 
to modify their insistence upon the repatriation 
of all prisoners, willing or not. That decision will 
be made not at the U.N., but in Peiping—and 
perhaps in Moscow.. 

“We must not expect an important turn for 


the better,” said Trygve Lie of the forthcoming | 


Assembly session. But one cannot help noting 
‘what a lift it would give to the hearts of people 
everywhere if, when this Assembly met Oct. 14, 
it could hail the conclusion of a Korean truce 
instead of gloomily wrangling over the failure 
to attain one. , . 
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A Penal Report 


- To untutored people, a penitentiary might 
look like a place where nothing happens but in- 
carceration. Not so. In the Ohio Penitenijary at 
Columbus, a young man just middlingly in his 
twenties has written a novel, “Positions Un- 
known,” a tale about a plane crash in Labrador, 
which will be published by Little, Brown. 

Robert E. Preyer Jr. was not the first to pro- 
duce literature in a cell of the Ohio Penitentiary, 
for William Sydney Porter, who wrote under 
the pen name of O. Henry as well as Barkis, did 
the same a little over half a century ago. 

O. Henry is much unread nowadays and opin- 
jon about his position in literature is divided. 
William Marion Reedy in his St. Louis Mirror 
agreed with the publishers that O. Henry was “a 
Yankee Maupassant.” Carl Van Doren in the Dic- 
tionary of American Biography later took the 
view that “the art of O. Henry, though excellent 
in its kind, was of uneven merit, only occasional- 
ly: at its amusing, ingenious best, and often trivial 
and impermanent.” 

To these divisions of thought may now be 
added a third school, whose estimate of the 
story-teller can be summed up in the words who: 
was he anyway, and how do you spell it.

Henry was the daddy of the surprise-ending 
short-short story and of the breezy, slangy school 
of narrative writing in which Ring Lardner and 
Damon Runyon were honor students. It is hardly

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Senator Morse Takes a Walk : 


Senator Morse of Oregon represents a very 
small fragment of Republican party opinion. He 


_ is so much a maverick, indeed, that he frequent- : 
’ ly embarrasses the party and the party quite 


often embarrasses him. His tentative decision 
not to campaign for Gen. Eisenhower, therefore, 
may be brushed off as of little national signifi- 
cance in a strictly party sense. 

But if Senator Morse does not represent many 
Republicans he definitely does represent an im- 
portant range of the political spectrum which 
includes many of the independents whose votes 
Gen. Eisenhower must get to win. In this sense 
the Eisenhower headquarters would do well to 
take the Senator’s change of heart seriously. 

He had announced his readiness to work en- 
thusiastically for the Republican nominee as 
recently as Aug. 19. Now he intends to spend 
his time instead showing cattle at county fairs. 

Obviously the Senator’s decision reflects the 
turn of the Eisenhower campaign toward the 
party’s extreme right wing—the entente with 
Taft, the snuggling up to Jenner, the fear and 
toleration of McCarthy. The farther Gen. Eisen- 
hower goes in that direction, the more he alien- 
ates that wing of his previous support repre- 
sented by Senator Morse. 

The Oregon Senator still intends to vote for 
Gen. Eisenhower, and he leaves the door open 
to another change of heart that would permit 
him to enter actively into the campaign. But 
for the present he stands on one of the most 
devastating comments on the Eisenhower cam- 
paign to date. 

“Whenever one compromises with principle,” 
said Senator Morse, “there is no principle left.”

Europe Moves Toward Unity 

Not since the medieval concept of a united 
Christendom foundered in the horrors of the 
Thirty Years War has Europe been as close to 
unity as it is today. Representatives of the six 
Schuman Plan nations—France, Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, The Netherlands and Luxembourg— 
are meeting at Strasbourg today in a kind of 
constitutional convention. 

Their purpose is to draft a federal compact 
which would lift their present association from 
the merely economic and industrial level to that 
of organic governmental association. The dead- 
line set for the completion of this Work is March 
of next year. Much may happen before then, 
but sufficient for the day is the thought that 
after years and years of talk, a practical step is 
being taken toward realization of the dream of a 
united continent. 

Such enthusiasts for federalization as Paul- 
Henri Spaak of Belgium may encounter many 
difficulties in the weeks and months ahead; and 
even if they achieve their purpose, there will be 
the job of getting their compact accepted. But 
where differences of language, culture, religion 
and economic objectives once evoked nothing 
but pessimism, there now is ground for hope. 

New economic pressures already have pro- 
duced the Schuman Plan, and military anf ideo- 
logical pressures are at work for an even closer 
integration. Just as the old Christendom rallied 
against a threat from the East—the Turks—so 
modern Europe may rally agairist another threat 
from the East—the Russians.

Two huge crowds, 
each numbering more than 200,- 
000, assembled during the day on 
Vienna’s Heldenplatz (Heroes 
Square) to hear the Pope’s mes- 
sage and to celebrate pontifical 
mass. 

Both ceremonies were’held be- 
fore a 50-foot high altar and cross 
erected facing a huge portrait of 
Stalin, hung by Russian occupa- 
tion troops over the entrance to 
an officer’s club. 

Pope Pius, speaking in German 
over Vatican radio, declared 
Austria’s first “Catholic day” in 
19 years was a signal for the ren- 
ovation of the religious life of the 
Austrian people. Obviously refer- 
ring to Russian refusal to end the 
four-power occupation of Austria, 
the Pope said: 

“Even if your freedom of action 
continues to be hampered and

‘Intolerable Delays of 
Justice’ Laid to Tru- 
man’s Slowness in Fill- 
ing Vacancies. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 15 
-(AP)—The nation’s lawyers were 
told today that slowness in filling 
vacant federal judgeships has re- 
sulted in “intolerable delays of 
justice during the past three 
years.” | 

The federal judiciary commit- 
tee of the American Bar Associa- 
tion mentioned directly neither 
President Truman—who has the 
power to nominate judges—nor 
the United States Senate—which 
confirms the nominations—in its 
blast at “the appointing power.” 

However, in a report to the 
seventy-fifth annual A.B.A. con- 
vention opening today, the com- 
mittee traced time lapses be- 
tween the dates of vacancies in 
wide sections of the country and 
the dates of presidential nomina- 
tions to fill them. 

Resolution Is Quoted. 

It concluded its report by quot- 
fing without comment from a June 
1952 resolution adopted by feder- 
al judges of the Ninth circuit 
-€West Coast, Hawaii and Alaska) 
that “the impression has been 
created at the bar and with the 
public that federal judgeships are 
but a part of the patronage of 
politicians ... 

The A.B.A. committee conclud- 
ed that: 

“It is clear that intolerable de- 
lays of justice during the past 
three years have been directly at- 
tributable to the failure of the 
appointing power to act with 
promptness when vacancies have 
occurred.” 

Delays cited by the committee 
were in the Third (Delaware, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virgin Is- 
lands), Sixth (Kentucky, Michi- 
gan, Ohio, Tennessee), Seventh 
(Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin), 
Eighth (Arkansas, Iowa, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Nebraska, North Dakota, 
South Dakota) ‘and Ninth (Cali-

Nominees to Be Chosen for 
U.S. Senator, Governor, 
U.S. House Seats. 


BOSTON, Sept. 15 (UP)—Vot- 
ers will go to the polls in the 
Massachusetts primary tomorrow 
with political observers wonder- 
ing how a legislators’ pensions 
row will affect the balloting. 

About 35 per cent of the 2,470.- 
000 registered voters were expect- 
ed to turn out to pick Demo- 
cratic and Republican candidates 
for 375 national and state of 
fices, including a United States 
Senate seat, the governorship and 
14 congressional seats.

KEM SAYS HE FAVORS 


REA AND ITS PROGRAM 


Opposes Gove t Owner- 
ship and Operation of 
Power Projects.

PERRYVILLE, Mo., Sept. 15— 
United States Senator James P. 
Kem said here today he favors 
the program of the Rural Electri- 


fication Administration, but he is | 


opposed to power projects owned 
and operated by the Government. 

The Kansas City Republican 
spoke here on the first stop of a 
four-day campaign trip through 
southeast Missouri in his drive 
for a second senate term. He 
spoke from the courthouse steps 
to an audience of about 100 
persons. 

Kem said he had voted for 
every REA appropriation since he 
became a senator in 1946 because 
“REA is private property oper- 
ated by its members.” However, 
he denounced Government owner- 
ship and operation of power proj- 
ects. as “socialization and na- 
tionalization of industry.” 

Kem also said he favored Gov- 
ernment support of farm prices at 
100 per cent of parity, and wanted 
the Taft-Hartley law retained as 
“labor’s bill of rights.” He said 
he would not oppose modifying 
the law where it appears neces- 
sary “in the light of experience.” 

He criticized his Democratic 
opponent, Stuart Symington, of 
Creve Coeur, as “part and parcel 
of the Truman administration.” 
Symington, he said, did not start 
talking about decency in govern- 
ment until he failed to get Pres- 
ident Truman’s indorsement for 
the Democratic nomination. 

“The mess in Washington is 
tied up directly with the Missouri 
Senatorial campaign,” Kem 
added, “because W. Stuart Sym-

the contract that the title role 
could be played by only one of 
four women—Greta Garbo, Vivien 
Leigh, Alida Valli or Olivia de 
Havilland, although not necessar- 
ily in that order. 


While this deal was fine for 
Miss Du Maurier, for she got the 
cash on the line, it was something 
of a long shot for the studio be- 
cause the chances of obtaining 
the services of any of the four 
women in question were extreme- 
ly slim. 


Miss Garbo has apparently lost 
all interest in returning to films. 
Miss Leigh refuses to budge from 
England unless her husband, Sir 
Laurence Olivier, feels like work- 
ing here, which he seldom Goes.

éé IGHBINDER” js an ex- 
H amie of the kind of 
name-calling whose +sig- 
nificance depends to considerable 
degree on how it is used. In this 
case, the span is all the way from 
light reproach to serious debase- 
ment. That is, you might say joc- 
ularly to an intimate whom you 
observe driving a hard bargain, 
“You highbinder!”’ But more 
often, in common speech as in 
print, “highbinder” is a term of 
opporbrium or disrepute, an ac- 
cusation of tricky or dishonest 
dealing. For example, allusion, 
such as that recorded early in 
the present century, to “the Chief 
an’ them other highbinders at the 

top of Tammany Hall.” 

The fact is that “highbinder” 
started as an actual name, desig- 
nating members of various law- 
less groups or gangs operating in 
different: parts of our country in 
the nineteenth century. And, 
judging from the record, it was 
a name which the gangsters at 
one time applied to themselves. 
It was familiar first on the East 


coast, as.the following quotation |

to leave San Francisco, he will 
‘be forcibly stopped at the steam- 
er on the day of sailing by the 
large force of the company’s high- 
binders, who can be always seen 
guarding them.”

High Blood Pressure 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ANY people with high blood pressure live a long time. 
M This ‘is one of the findings in a recent survey of 100 

hypertensives by Drs. J. P. O’Hare and R. B. Holden of 
Boston. 

Most non-doctors believe that high blood pressure is an 
early death sentence. Not so. Most doctors now know this 
isn’t true. Their clinical experience shows many patients with 
high blood pressure living long and effective lives. 

The recent study of 100 people who have had hyperten- 
sion for years confirms this clinical impressiom. It also shows 
that (with a few exceptions), the height of the blood pressure 
is no help in deciding how long the patient will live. 


x . 2 

TOO MANY PATIENTS pay too much attention to changes 
in their blood pressure. They are elated when it’s down a 
few points and depressed to see it up 10 or 15. The present 
study indicates this is wrong. Blood pressures show great 
variation. Change one Way or another on different days aver- 
age 68 millimeters systolic pressure and 40 millimeters dias- 
tolic. As. Drs. O’Hare and Holden state, “Wide variations are 
the rule.” 

This makes sense when you consider how many things in 
mind and body can change your blood pressure temporarily. 
Anger and fear can raise it. So can all sorts of functions 
normally present in various body organs. Blood pressure is 
just a symptom, like fever or headache, Sometimes it indi- 
cates serious trouble in the body—disease that may kill. 

Much more often, the reason for high blood pressure is 
not discovered. No serious damage to vital body organs can 
be found. When this is the case, years of healthy productive 
liying can be expected. 

a 

ALL OF THIS does not mean that blood pressure can be 
completely ignored safely. It does mean that the symptom of 
high blood pressure can occur without any demonstrable dam- 
age to such body organs as the heart or kidneys. 

When blood pressure is up considerably, you do need to 
make certain concessions. You need to avoid sudden physical 
stresses. You shouldn't run for streetcars or shovel snow on 
a cold winter’s day. 


These and other such mild limitations are simply common- . 


sense precautions. It’s like lessening the load on an over- 
heated motor to save the motor from burning out.

T THE “eastern entrance” of 

Canada is the famed province

great Algonquian group of tribes. 
There are about 2000 of them 
living today in Nova Scotia. Oth- 
ers live in Newfoundland and New 
Brunswick. To a large extent 
they earn their living as fisher- 
men and as guides for hunters 
and trappers. Some of them make 
curios for sale to tourists.

GOING BACK into history, we 
find old records which tell about 
their customs when they were vis- 
ited by white men in early times. 
Most of the accounts have come 
down from French explorers. 

To obtain meat and furs for 
the tribe, Micmac hunters shot 
or snared such animals as rabbits, 
otters, beavers, foxes and porcu- 
pines. Sometimes their arrows 
brought down a caribou or black 
bear. ; : 

Besideg’using bows and arrows, 
those hunters employed clubs, 
spears and stone-bladed knives. 
Dogs went with them on their 
forest trips, and helped them to 
track down game. 

When a bear or caribou was 


their wigwams and tell their 
squaws to go out and get it. The 
women would skin the game on 
the spot and would cut the meat 
into pieces. Then théy would car- 
ry both meat and hide to the vil-° 
lage. Later they used the hide to 
make clothing.

THE PIECES of meat were 
placed in wooden bowls or other. 
containers; Water was poured over 
the meat» and hot stones were 
dropped into the water. The 
stones were so hot that they would 
set the water to boiling. _~ 


Micmac men were the first-to 
feast. Often they would have con* 
tests, of a sort, to learn which one 
could eat the most meat. White 
visitors estimated that a warrior 
sometimes ate seven or eight: 
pounds of meat at one meal! After : 
a feast (unless they were too. 
heavy with food) the warriors: 
would take part in singing and 
dancing.
